engaged iu baking cakes, in the absence of 
her husband, she made use of the arsetiic 
in mistake for sal.-crattis. and mixed it up 
with the cakes. ?he and her children af- 
terwards cat freely of the cakes : and were 
soon seized with violent vomiting, and other 
symptoms of poisoning. 
They immediately 


drank milk and melted butter, and sent for 
a physician, who by administering timely 
antidotes, succeeded in counteracting the

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Abolition of Capital Punishment. 


For several years past the subject of the 


•abolition of Capital Punishment bus been 
agitated in most of the old States of the 
Union, and much has been said and written 
on both tides of the question ; but none of 
them, to our knowledge, have ventured to 
make the •experiment by the piissagc of 
laws to effect tbis object. 
Thc policy of 


nrch an enactment has been so muchdoabt- 
cd, that although reports of Legislative 
committees have recommended the passage 
of such bills, no Legislative bodies, in the 
old States have ventured to pass them. 


But in the House of Representatives of 


Pennsylvania on Thursday, tbe following 
bill did pass by the vote which will be seen 
in the Legislative proceedings. 
This hill 


in fact does abolish capital punishment, if 
it becomes a law, and was so stated by Mr. 
Flanigan in his place, and wassouuder&ood 
by the Representatives of the people. It is 
a most important measure in Legislative re- 
form. 


Sec. 1. That no warrant for the execution 


of any convict by banging .shall be issued 
within one year after the sentence of death 
shall have been passed, and, that after that 
period, if no circumstances shall have come 
to light to render doubtful the correctness 
of the verdict of the jury iu the matter, tbe 
Governor shall then issue his warrant for 
execution. 
Provided, That from the time 


' of conviction to the time of execution, the 


eonvict shall be confined in one of the Pen- 
itentiaries of the Commonwealth, as is now 
provided by law for the safe keeping of 
convicts. 


Sec. 2. That upon the rendition of any 


verdict of "guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree" against any person charged therewith, 
in any Court of this Commonwealth, it 
shall and may be lawful for the jury render- 
ing the same, in their discretion, to recom- 
mend the person or persons so charged and 
convicted to the mercy of the court; and 
every person duly convicted of murder in 
the first degree, whom the jury so convict- 
ing shall recommend to the mercy of the 
court, shall be sentenced to undergo an im- 
prisonment in one of the State penitentiaries, 
as.the case may be, and to be kept in sepa- 
rate or solitary confinement at labor, for a 
period not less than fifteen, nor more than 
fifty years. 


The speeches of Mr. Hunsecker and Mr. 


Bromall in favor of the bill were of particu- 
lar interest. 
Thc former gentleman had 


evidently investigated the subject extensive- 
ly, and he cited numerous historical cir- 
cumstances and facts to show that innocent 
persons had bcen capitally punished for 
the crime of murder. 


Mr. Broomall also supported this bill
